Second Phase 
Of Army War 
Game Starts 


(international News Service) 
CAMDEN. N. J,. Nov. 26—Lessons 
learned durinp last weeks six-day 
“blitz” in which the first army won 
a smashing victory over the highly 
mechanized fourth army corps and 
attached units, were digested bv 
ranking officer* today as they pre­ 
pared for th* second phase of th'1 
Carolina war games. 
The second battle, again involv­ 
ing some 350 000 men. will send the 
same units into action for four days, 
but the alignment of opposing forces 
will be changed , 
Importance of the first maneuver 
was stressed by Lt. Gen. Leslie J. 
McNair, U. S. army chief of staff, 
at a critique attended only by com­ 
missioned officers. 
The first phase of the maneuver. 
General McNair emphasized, proved 
how effective anti-tank defense can 
be made under proper leadership, 
and. said, “the entire system of 
anti-tank defense will be expended 
along the lines shown to be effective 
in this maneuver.” 
“There will be some changes in 
the anti-tank battalions as they are 
now constituted,” Gen. McNair said. 
“I think they will get some infantry 
for protection, and a flight of planes 
as an organic part." 
The chief of staff was critical of 
the lack of proper coordination be­ 
tween ground and air units in last 
week’s maneuver. 
It was, he con­ 
ceded. better than that shown in the 
Louisiana war games, but far from 
"the state of perfection that the 
Germans have achieved.' 
In general, McNair declared, the 
army has shown “great progress”. 
He expressed confidence that with 
continued intensive training, the U. 
S. would take full advantage of les­ 
sons learned from the fighting in 
Europe.
